We understand that the Police Board has in- 
structed its officers to report all violations of the 
so-called Sunday law. The officers are given no 
discretion in the matter. We will wait and see if 
cigar stores, livery stables, horse cars and all that 
are proceeded against. If the police discriminate 
agulnst us alone, and fail te report other so-called 
violations, why, then, we may foreed to retuall- 
ate und assist the police in placing all offenders in 
the same boat.“ 

THE BARBERS. 

There is a serious division among the barbers 
of the city on the matter of Sunday elosing, and 
the Barber’s Benevulent and Protective Associa- 
‘tions have been discussing the question for up- 
wards ofayear, The down-town shops and those 
connected with the hotels are opposed to closing. 
The small neighborheud shops are in favor of 
Closing, aud look upoy the Sugday crusade 
favorably. This morning two committees, 
both representing the auti-closing element 
called upon Prosecuting Attorney Claiborne. 
Their ciaimis that shaving on Sunday clearly 
comes under the head of exeniptivn as a work of 
necessity. Col. Claiborne said that he could not 
pase upon that question himself. There is, per- 

mps,a question involved, and the court alone 
could decide lt. As the expenses aituched toa 
conviction are very. heavy, Coi, Claiborne sug- 
gested to both committees that all the shops close 
next Sunday except one, That one 
would be br ought before the court 
and he wouid undertake to see that the question 
Was settled before the end of next week. The 
committee retired promising to consider the sug- 
gestion, 

COL. CLAIBORNE’S AMENDED VIEWS. 

In discussing the classes of labor Which, under 
the exemption of “charity and necessity” the 
Prosecuting Attorney would not undertake to pro- 
ceed against, Col. Claiborne said to A Post-Drs- 
PATCH reporter this morning: “You must have 
nusunderstoed me yesterday in regard to my post 
tion as to the street ears. do not from 
the stand point of a lawyer, look upon street-cars 
asa ‘necessity.’ I appreerte the institution as a 
great convenience and world call it a luxury.“ 

“Perhaps you would call the steam railroads of 
to-day a luxury?!“ 

“It is not a parallel case.“ 

“Why not?“ Ina city fourteen miles by six 
wide, rapid communication is not only a luxury, 
but it is as much of a necessity of the age, in or- 
der that business aud social communication be 
kept up, as the great trunk lines are in their 
way.

The executive building, 
recently erected on the grounds of the Marine 
Hospital here, is an exact copy of that of San 
Francisco, and this fact seems to strengthen the 
belief that the remaining buildings will be 


patterned after those erected for the benefit of 
Unele Sam's Pacifie Ocean mariners., The com- 
parative low cost of hospital buildings erected on 
the pavilion plan will bé readily understood when 
it is stated that the old San Francisco Hospital 
cost $231.871 the Chelsea ers of Boston), $394,047 ; 
the Chicago, $422,107; the New Orleans (unfinishe 
sank into the bowels of 
the earth), $530,000, while the pavilion hos- 
pital. of San Francisco, with a capacity equal 
to any of these which have been mentioned, was 
erectyd at a total cost of $58,789. Its plan, which 
will probably be followed tn the St. Louis hospital, 
consists of six frame buildings clustered around 
the executive building. One of these is the sur- 
geon's private residence, Two ot them are to be 
used as klichens, etc., and three as wards. The 
latter are to be two stories in height. about 
100 feet in length, 28 in breadth and 17 in height 
in each story. Each of the ‘wards Will contain a 
roomy diulug apartment, and other chumbers cal- 
culated to give all necessary comfort to tre pa- 
tients.

A MIRACULOUS ESCAPE. 

A few nights ago Eugineer Constant, of the Mis- 
souri Pacific, was going west with a train of twen- 
ty-five cars attached to his Cousol“ engine, run- 
hing at the rate of eighteen miles per hour. When 
near Warrensburg, Mo., he ran into a bunch of 
twenty-three herd of cattle at the end of a bridge. 
Twenty of the animals were killed outright ana 
the other three were crippled. The night was ex- 
ceedingly dark and when the engineer looked 
over the ground by daylight he shuddered at the 
narrow esca he had had the 
train jumped the 
telling how many of the 
crew would have perished in the fall. This is 
probably the only case on record where so many 
cattle were hit without derailing the train. Prob- 
ably the weight of the engine saved the train from 
ditching. 

THE LAND IS ALREADY CLEARED,

At 
Pine Bluff, Ark., six miles from 
the bridge, the main shops of the road will be lo- 
cated, the company having secured a fine tract of 
land immediately contiguous to the city for tnat 
perpene. South of this point many new towns 
ave sprung up like mushrooms since the adveut 
of the road, but with a e of a 
much longer life than the latter edible. The buzz- 
saw is heard with its business whizz, and the citi- 
zens are already discussing church and school- 
house with energy. Texarkana, the terminus of 
the Missouri and Arkansas division, is extending 
a hearty welcome to the Cotton Beit Line.

PASSED AWAY. 


Death of Hon. Montgomery Blair 
This Morning. 


His Active Life and Services—His Resi- 
dence in St. Louis and Incidents Thereof 
— Details of His Death. 


WASHINGTON, July 27.— The Hon. Montgomery 
Blair died at his residence at Silver Springs thig 


morning. 
HIS LIFE, 


Montgomery Blair has played quite a conspicu- 
ous partin the drama of national politics. 

Born in Franklin county on the 10th of May.isi3, 
he graduated at West Point in 1835. Entering the 
Second Artillery, he servedin the Florida war, 
but resigned his commission on the 20th of May, 
1836. He afterwards studied law and bevan 
the practice of nis profession in St. Louis in 1837. 


He served as United States District Attorney for 
Missouri from 1839 to 1844. resigning the Sition 
early in the latter year to accept that of Judge of 
the St. Louis Court of Common Pleas. In 1852 he 
moved to Maryland, and in 1855 was appointed 
United States Solicitor in the Court of Claims, 
Prior to the repealing of the Missouri 
Compromise he uad been a Demo- 
but having subsequentiy oined 
the Republican party. was removed from his of- 
fice by President Buchanan in 1858. In 1857 he 
acted as counsel for the plaintiff in the Dred Scots 
case, and in 1869 presidéea over the Republican 
Convention of Maryland, and was sent as a dele- 
gate to the Chicago convention, which tom- 
inated Abraham Lincoln for the Presidency. He 
took an active and prominent part in the cam- 
paign of that year, and in Maret, 1861, was ap- 
pointed Postinaster-General by Mr. Lin- 
coln continuing to serve us such 
unti September 23, 1364. Mr. Blair 
wal the only member of the Cabinet who 
opposed the surrender of Fort Sumter in 1861, and 
throughout the war was a consistent advocate of 
an energetic policy. He strenuously opposed, 
however. the arrest of private citizens, aud other 
obnoxious measures, and in 1865 orgauized the 
movement that restored self-government 
to the people of Maryland, doing for that 
tate what his brother, Gen. Frauk 
Blair, did for Missouri, Mr. Blair was an earnest 
and powerful supporter of President Andrew 
Johnson, and tmew the whole weight of 
his influence against the reconstruction 
policy of the Republican party. In the 
reat political campaign of 1876, he espoused 
the cause of Mr. Tilden, the Democratic candl- 
date for the ying mat fb ung in 1877 was elected 
u member of the Maryland Legisiature, In 1883 
he was the Democratic candidate tor Congress 
from the Sixth District of Maryland, but was de- 
feated. Mr. Biair has been residing at the old 
Blair homestead at Silver Spring, Montgomery 
County, Maryland. He was regarded as one of 
the ablest lawyers and poliiical thinkers in the 
country, and his career was one of remarkable 
activity in publie affairs. 
INCIDENTS CONNECTED WITH HIS RESIDENCE 
IN ST. LOUIA, 

Montgomery Blair came to St. Louis in 1837, im- 
mediateiy after the completion of his legai studies. 
and entered into a partnership with A. L. MceGin- 
nis, then Un'ted states District Attorney. 
Shortly after Mr. Blair’s coming Mr. McGinnis 
resigned his office and Mr. Blair was appointed 
United Sta tes 2 iu his place, and he con- 
tinued the practice of law and in this office until 
January, 1844, when he wis appointed Judge of 
the St. Louis Court of Common Pieas on the 
death of Judge Engle, In the spring of 1849 he 
resigned the judgeship, and was sueceeded py 

Aue Treat. Mr. Blair afterwards rau tor the 
office, when first made elective, but was defeated 
by Judge Treat. 

Mr. Blair resided in the city until 1853, when he 
returned to Washington at the request of his fa- 
ther. Just before he took up his residence in St. 
Louis he was married to a Miss Buckner of Vir- 
ginta, who died in 1444. Tue one daughter of this 
marriage was afterwards married to Gen. Com- 
stock. In 1846 Mr. Bir was married 
to @ daughter of Judge Woodbury of 
Hampshire, by whom he 1 

daughter and three sons. 
Gist and Montgomery survive from 
bis last marriage. Mr, Gist Blair has been prac- 
ticing law in this city for the past year and has an 
office adjotuing that of Col. T Gantt at 219 
Chestnut street. James L. ana Frank F. Blair of 
this city are nephews of Montgomery Blair, Col. 
T. Gantt has been 4 tife-lion friend 
or Mr, Blair, having graduated with him 
at West Point, and having sustuined with bim up 
to the time of his death a most intimate friend- 
ship. Mr. Blair is also remembered by Capt. Bull, 
Hon, John Hogan, Col. Dave Armstrong and ota- 
ers, Who were in the city at the time of his res- 
dence. He owned the property on Park avenue 
which is now called Benton Place, aud had a resi- 
dence there. He was among the most prom inent 
apppercess of Cul. Benton in the fight on the 
old Senator which was going on wulle he lived 
here, and which ended in his defeat, Mr. Blair 
stood well as a lawyer, and very high as a man of 
sterling character. His son, Gist, was called 
home last Thursday by a telegram stating the 
dangerous condition of his father, and he is now 
in Washington,

Their Appearance.

The American Consul Having Vessels for the 
~ United States Inspected—Mortality in India 
—Deaths in Cairo—Foreign News. 


_ Lowpon, July 27.—The individual in London 
docks who it is said has the cholera was taken ill 
Wednesday. The case of supposed cholera re- 
ported from Wales occurred at Llanflyllin and re- 
sulted in death in twenty-four hours after the 
victim was attacked. Another case supposed to 
have been cholera happened at Kensington a few 
days ago. The victim, who was a drunkard, died 
in two hours after being taken ill. The officers of 
the local government board donot believe that 
these isolated cases imply an outbreak of Asiatic 
cholera. Several deaths occur from diseases in 
London weekly at this season of the year, which 
are classified as cholera, but which are difficult to 
distinguish from aggravated diarrhea. There 
have been several hundred cases of the latter dis- 
ease weekly this summer, which is in excess of 


the average.

It hav- 
ing been learned that because of this ailment his 
Majesty caused reports to be sent abroad that he 
was suffering from an attack of cholera, inquiry 
was made at the Palace as to the truth of the 
story, and the reply was that he had nosymptoms 
whatever of that disease.

The Angora wool is loug and silky, an 
brings from forty to seventy-five cents per pound 
zu the Market, ana, what may be considered a lit- 
tle wonderful outside of Texas, the meat is deli- 
cately flavored, and is sold in the markets as 
mutton. Capt. Hilliara says the flesh is fully as 
good if not better than mutton, while the cost of 
rzising the goats is much less than that of other 
stock, as they can live and fatten where cattle or 
sheep would starve, and are very hardy.

CAPT. HILLIARD gives a remarkable instance 
of the way Texas streams have of induiging in 
sudden and immense rises, which occurred iu the 
Nueces river a week or so ago. One ef his part- 


ners tells of the occurrence in a letter to him. A 
goat-herder drove about seven hundred goats to 
water in the river, and while the goats were 
drinking just below a bend in the river, a mount- 
alu rise came down like a solid wall of water from 
ten to fifteen feet high. On one side of the stream 
was a perpendicular bluff and on the other a 
gradual luchne. but before the active goats could 
get out of the way 200 out of the 700 were 
drowned, and the herder oniy escaped by swing- 
ing himself into a tree, where he was compelled 
to remain on his unpleasant perch for tweuty-four 
hours, when the river went down as rapidly as it 
rose. This habit of Texas rivers is apt to keep a 

rson in a state of excited expectation, and it 
su't sale to venture far from a tree when in the 
neighborhood of one.

look like a Scotch terrieronarat bunt. While 
sitting in a street car I heard a couple of citizens 
relieving their minds on the subject. ‘This is a 
pretty condition of things, isn’t it?” said one. 
Ves,“ said the other; Aud the idea of talking 
about Water waste. Of course the people will use 
all the water they waut as long as they have it, 
They pay for it and ought to have it in abundance. 
especially in hot weather when itis most needed.” 
“It is a regular fraud,” chippedin the first citi- 
zen, “and the blame belongs to the officials. 
They're a fine lot, anyhow.” This is only a sam- 
pie of the conversations that may be heard at any 
and all times; but negligent officials or poor ad- 
ministration, the fact remains, come fire, pesti- 
lence or hades, the water supply is exiremely Um- 
ived in certain parts of the cily.

SPEAKING of water, I noticed in a New York

In Philadelphia 
the Schuylkill and Deleware Rivers have several 
public bith-houses that are largely patron:zed by 
the men and women of the poorer Classes, aud the 
same thiigis done in other cities. But here in 
St. Louis, with the Father of Waters sweeping by 
our doors in majestic volume, we are not only 
threatened with a famine of water in the houses, 
but the river itself cannot be utilized as a vast 
bath-tub by the masses of the people. The popu- 
larity of the bath-house is demonstrated by the 
success of the Natatorium, but its pleasant privi- 
leges are barred to the throngs whose means run 
from a siender limit to nothing. Free pubtic 
bath-houses on the river front would reduce the 
number of drowned boys, would thin out tbe 
ranks of the great unwashed and diminish the 
chances of success of a pestilence, Let us give 
well regulated. bath-houses a trial in the fight 
with the twin enemies to health—leut and dirt.

THE PLAN OF EXTENSION. 

During this diiemmna the subject of water- 
works exiension 1s one of general interest. It is 
not generally Known, but itis a fact, that in 1880 
the Board of Pubiic Improvements perfected a 
pan tur the extension of the water-works 

uring a period of seven years, which, when 
completed. would render the city safe in its 
supply until 1900. Mr. Flad in his report as Presi- 
dent of the Board of Publie Improvement in 1881, 
after reviewing at length the history of the water- 
works of St. Louis, and the early eiforts to have 
the engines located at the chain of rocks instead 
of at Bissel’s Point, says: It is a question of time 
oniy, when all the water will be required to be 
taken trom the Jocality known as the grand chain, 
the point-selectea by Mr. Kirkwvod in his plans 
and report of 1865. The necessity of locating the 
river engines at the chain of rocks will materially 
inerease the cost of extending the Works, a8 
it requires the construction of a con- 
duit from Bissel’s Point to the 
chain, to bring the water to the high-service en- 
pms. This conduit will be about seven miles in 
ength and should be built of a capacity to fur- 
bisa at least $0,000,000 gallons daily. The cost of 
erecting a river tower, engine foundations and 
settliug-basins at the chain would. however, be 
less than at Bissel’s Point on account of the bet- 
ter foundation. In the meantime a temporary 
pump shoula be located at the low service station, 
and a high-service engine, No. 4, should be put on 
at once.“ This is the pump that shouid have 
been in running order on the ist day of last June. 

The plan contemplates the building of the fitta 
high service engine, a new stand-pipe, and a 
fourth puinp main during 1884. 

During the years 1886 and 1887 the fifth low 
service engine and its buildings should be com- 
pieted, 

All this done the city would have a 

FULL SUPPLY OF WATER, 

but unless settling basins are constructed, the 
water will be delivered in a condition much less 
acceptable than now, because the present basins 
are already inadequate. The board believes in 
locating the new basins at the chain so that the 
water could ve settled before entering the con- 
duit. The Bissel's Point basins could by this 
pian be used as Alters. the present 
basins were 80 utilized a supply of 
650,000 gallons of pure filtered water daily wouid 
be secured. The estimated cost of changing the 
basins ivto filter beds would approximate $430,000, 
but it would give St. Louis a supply of the best 
water on the continent. The operation of filtra- 
tion would cost $20,000 annually, 

The estimated appropriation for the eight years 
was as follows: 1881, $227,000; 1882, $430,000; 1883, 
$560,000 ; 1854, $550,000; 1885, $520,000; 1886, 8580, 000; 
1887, $580,000; 1888, $459000. Total, $3,867,000. 

This includes the cost of distributing pipes. The 
plan will be followed out as here given.

A SOURCE OF WATER-WASTE. 
St. LOUIS, July 26, 1883. 
To the Editor of the rost-Dispateh: 

I pay $14 50 for the privilege of squirting with 
my hose around my premises, and immediately I 
saw the Mavor’s prociamation ordering a cessa- 
tion of the use of the water from the city mains, I 
recognized the justice of the order and stopped 
using my bose, much to the inconvenience of my 
household, as I live on a thinly-settled street 
where no sprinkling carts ever come, but being 
so wicked as to go to a base-ball game on Sunday, 
and, being unable to get a car back, I walked 
from Sportsmen’s Park to Easton avenue, and in 


that distance noticed five streams running at full 
speed on Sunday, which evidently must have 
been left running when the workmen left on Sat- 
urday night as they were all in front of buildings 
in process of construction. Now,I only use my 
hose for about one hour in the evening, and these 
streams are allowed to run day and night, wheth- 
er needed or not, hence if they were properly reg 
ulated the water saved between 6p. m. Saturday 
and 6 a. m. Monday would supply my hose (or an 
other man’s) for thirty-six days or thereabouts. 
merely cite this as an instance, as no doubt at 
most of the other incompleted buildings the same 
thing goes on,and had it been attended to long ago 
our present water famine would to that extent, at 
least, have been averted.

SKOBELEFP’S CHARITY. 


How His Family Deserted Two Or- 
phaus Whom tie Had Protected. 
From the London Times. 


The anniversary of the death of Gen. Sko- 
beleff has been attended by a scandal pro- 
voking widespread indignation in Russia, 
and causing a disgraceful scene over his 
grave. The deceased Commander, as is well- 
Known, Was an extremely charitable man, 
and spent a large sum annually in support- 
ing almshouses, pensioning soldiers and pro- 
viding tor the orphans of mäny of bis 
brother officers. Simultaneousiv with his 
death his steward, Gospodin Maslotf, went 
out of his mind, and in the contusion that 
followed the General’s will, in which he 
was known to have bequeathed to charities a 
large proportion of his wealth, estimated at 
$4,250,000 sterling, mysteriously disappeared. 
Under these circumstances the Press of Rus- 
Sia is of opinion that the family ought to 
have fallen back upon the letter whieh Sko- 
beleff wrote from Geok Tepe to a friend at 
St. Petersburg, in 1861, disposing of his 
propeity in the event of his death during 
the siege. 

W hatever opinion he held upon this point, 
it is clear that the family have been in the 
Wrong in appropriating and dividing the 
property without any reference to the pro- 

ate authorities at ail. All his support of 
objects of charity was cut off, and his writ- 
ten engagements repudiated, and no excep- 
tion was made in favor of two Turkish boys 
he had picked up ona Bulgarian battlefield, 
and piaced in a Moscow school to be reared 
at hisexpense: Finding he could get no 
money from the Skobeleff family, the pro- 
prietur of the school, after keeping the boys 
nine months at his expense, turned them 
into the streets. There they were discovered 
half starved by a gentleman who took them 
home and exposed tue matterin the St. Pet- 
ersburg press. Such an incident, as might 
have been expected, provoked deep indigna- 
tion among Skobeicff’s friends, and when 
the remembrauce service took place over his 
grave his sisters and their husbands who had 
shared his property, were insulted in church, 
and immediately afterward the whole of the 
friends and deputations departed without 
breaking bread under their roof.

At the trial of Reuter for “professional 
hazard playing,” he was found guilty and 
was sentenced toeight months’ imprison- 
meut, with a fine of 6,000 marks, bail to the 
extent of 40,000 marks being demanded of 
him.

Death of a Monarch Who Loved 

Trinkets and Disliked Missionaries. 

From the New York Herald. 

The death of King Mtesa, of Unganda, 
removes an tentate of whom the 
record of travelers in the R Continent 
gives arather picturesque glimpse than 
complete and satisfying description. The 
most striking account of this personage is 
certainly that given by M. Linant, a lieuten- 
ant of Gordon Pacha, by 3 was sent 
to that Prince’s capital on the shores of Lake 
Victoria. The following is a summary ot 
what he wrote: Mtesa’s chair used to be 
placed on a leopard’s skin in the hall of au- 
dience, so thatthe hind claws served as a 
kind of footstool, while the tail stre 
along the floor in front of him. A n r 
of charms and a large tusk were piled up in 
a heap beside him, and his Grand Vizier and 
other courtiers were constantly employed in 
“smoothing down the creases in his trous- 
ers —an unique and, perhaps, the strangest 
mode of expressing complete servility ever 
devised, by a bar us despot. Another 
traveler, Col. Long of the Khedival army 
brought back such a favorable description of 
Mtesa, aithough he only saw him once, that 
Ismail wished to send him a magnificent car- 
riage, which Gen. Gordon, with his usual 

oou sense, intercepted en route. The late 

hedive also sent two sbeikhs to convert 
Mtesa to Mohammedanism; but they do not 
seein to have had much success, ag he was 
strongly opposed to the doctrines, or more 
et tothe policy, of Islam. * de- 
scribed himself in a letter to Gordon Pasha 
as the son of Suna, King of Uganda,“ and 
he also said that he Wanted to be good 
friends with the English.” 

After this letter, introducing himself as it 
were, he showed every desire to keep on 
amicable terms with Egypt, and those travel- 
ers and missionaries who reached his State 
were generally well treated by him. His 
ldver correspondence consisted principally of 
requests for the articles of Europe which 
had either caught his fancy or seemed most 
suitable to his wants. 4 looking- 
giass, gold and silver lace. a stamp 
with his name on it and some gold and silver 
coins, such.as sovereigns, Napoleons and 
dollars, he asked for repe y, and general- 

o even sent some 
ad received as presents 
mended, and showed in man 
ways his desire to learn more o 
the great world he had heard of in regions 
milder than his torrid kingdom round lakes 
Albert and Victoria, and to establish sume 
friendly relations with the Europeans who 
had reached his territory in their search for 
the sources of the Nile. One incident in 
connection with his government has been 
preserved, and as it throws some light on the 
mode of waging war in that part of Africa it 
may be quoted. An island called Sasse was 
the particular object of his ambition; but its 
inhabitants preferred their liberty, and, be- 
being expert divers, whenever Mtesa’s war 
cunoes approached they dived underneath 
them, and cutting the withes sank boats and 
crews together. As Mtesa was “‘corpulent 
and consumptive” ten years ago, his death is 
not surprising, and the cessation of Egyp- 
tian activity in the equaterial region will 
leave his people free to arrange the ques- 
tion of succession without any foreign inter- 
ference.

Amber. 
From the Bnilder. 

The commonest impure kinds of amber are 
used to make varnish, and the demand for 
the more valuable kinds,which are employed 
for necklaces, pipe mouth-pieces, and other 
purposes, is such as to make an amber mine 
a source of great wealth. ‘lhe largest Euro- 
pean deposits are found on the Baltic shores 
of Northeastern Prussia. There about 80 
tons a year ure at presené dug up, and the 
supply appears practically inexhaustible. 
Since the beginning of the century it is cal 
culated that over 1,600 tons have been pro- 
duced there, and if the production, as some 
contend, has been going on for 3,000 years, 
the total quantity produced in that period 
cannot, it is calculated, have been less than 
60,000 tons. The amber is found in isolated 
pieces, varying from the smallest beads up 
to blocks of many pounds in weight. The 
largest piece ever discovered weighs thirteen 
and a half pounds, and is now in the Royal 
Mineral Cabinet in Berlin. Amber was 
mentioned by Homer, who speaks of it as 
being esteemed of equal value with gold. It 
is the fossil resin produced by upward of six 
kinds of coniferous trees in prehistoric 
times. Twoof these trees, of which im- 
mense forests covered the regions now pro- 
ducing amber, have been proved to be near- 
ly related to the existing Weymouth pine 
and the modern fir tree. While the w 
of the trees rotted away the resin which ex- 
uded from them has been preservedin the 
form of the fossilamber. The resin oozed 
out of the stem of the tree as well as out of 
the roots, and was deposited eventually in 
immense quanties in the soil. In some of 
the pieces of the amber bits of the wood and 
bark of the trees are found imbedded, and 
through this lucky accident have been pre- 
served from decay. On examining this 
wood with the microscope, it is at once ap- 
parent that the trees were, as intimated 
above, closely related to our modern coni- 
fere, but were not absolutely identical with 
any of the existing species. Ages ago the 
whole region now covered by the eastern 
partof the Baltic Sea was covered with 
these amber-producing trees. The industry 
of amber-digging is one of very great Im- 
portance for Prussia, and it is calculated 
that the amber district of that country still 
contains a quantity which, at an average 
value of 5s. per pound, is worth no less thaa 

250,000, 000.

The lLAeutenant-Governeor of Natal sent 2 remon- 
sirance to him for such farbarous conduct, to 
which he repliedin terms of insolence and de- 
fiance, affirming tis irresponsibility te 
the Natal Government tor ee he 
might pease t» do. He denied his eme 
promises at bis installation, aud declared his in- 
tention of shedding bieood in future on a much 
greater dale, Tiese declarations were not mere 
Ale talk on the part ot the Zulu monareh. He 
was nowa king, aud he knew it. He had a for- 
midabie army ready to execute his will, and he 
Was anxious to show the world at large, and the 
tritish in particular, that at least one independ- 
ent monarch reigned in Africa. He was anxious 
for a row with the British, and he lost no 
opportunity of creating trouble. His first active 
move was ü raid upon the misionaries, whom he 
drove out of his kingdom. A little later, after the 
liritish had taken possession of the Transvaal, a 
territory to the north, which he desired to annex 
LO his kingdom, he seat an army into the count 
and ordered the Europeans found there to quit 
the country. Here he came in direct conflict with 
the British Government. Sir Theophilus Shepstone 
who then governed in the Transvaai, endeavored 
lo come to an amicable agreement wilh the ob- 
streperous king, but Cetewayo answered the Goy- 
ernor, stating that he 
THE KING OF THE ZULUS, 
had just as good a right to that territory as had 
the Queen of Kugland, aud he. intimated that if 
thie british objected lo his occupation of the coun- 
try, they were at liberty to drive him out. Hir 
Tieophius then invited him to a friend discus- 
sion of the matter, to which the King replied by a 
peremptory demand for the immediate cession 
of all the territory that the Zuius claimed, 
Cetewnyo, however, Was induced to submit the 
matter of the disputed territory to arbitration. 
Hic was present during the argument and inquiry 
Into the case and played his part 80 well as to 
secure a decision in his favor, and he was allowed 
lo hold the territory he had taken possession of. 
This success made the aggressive monarch more 
Aggressive and he thenceforth mide no effort 
to preserve friendly relations with the British 
Goverment at Natal, and lost few opportunities 
lo aggravale that Government, Both parties pre- 
pared ter the contest at arms Which seemed in- 
évitable, and finally came to open war. The des-

humerical strength of lis army as compared with 
the British, and upon his peculiar tacties.

peace, Notwithstanding such professions of the 
Wily monareh he wnever failed to take the 
Mivaninge of the eredulity of his enemy. 
aud nothing resulted from all his overtures, After 
repeated battles Of sinall importance the British 
forces under Col, Pearson took up a position at 
laainduia, in the interior, While here, awalting 
reinforeementa, Cetewayo, with an army said to 
be 20,000 strong, came down upon thé British, and 
swarmed like bees around the small put strongly 
intrenched army. Regardless of the terrible 
éflect of the Hritish r rifle 
in the “hands of the well-drilled British 
suldiers, not a bullet of which was lost, the black 
cloud of Zulus advanced at full speed and quickly 
overwhelmed the British, seareely a man of whom 
gacuped, This vietory Was followed, however, by 
repeated disasters, and at last the Zulu king found 
himself deserted by pearly all his followers, and
